Oa January 8, IMl, ha aaoeaded the 
Hiraaa, though tha ooramooy of eoronation 
did not take pUeanntU tha IStb of October 
foDowlaf. Ba hlmaalf pat the crown upon 
bia hand, Mariag that ha '•ruled by the 
faTor of Ood and of n« ooa else." He fol- 
lowed this up in his opening addram to his 
Orst parliannent, by saying that he "nevfr 
eoold permit the prograaalve development of 
oar iaaar poUttoal lifb to queetioa or to en- 
danger the rt^tti of thaarawa and thapawor 
af Prmala." 

Theaa declarationa marked a policy which 
he never for a moment departed from, so far 
sa be himself was concerned. The first par- 
liament he dissolved, despite the protest of a 
large majority of its members. But the con- 
stitutional party was as obstinate as the 
king; succnedinK elections only nerved to in- 
crease the Liberal majority. The strife be- 
trret'n feudal doctrines and modern reforms 
inijfht liavc continued indefinitely had ho not 
f<piicniilo(l thiit the attention nf tli • (.eopUi 
muHt lie directed to somethin;,' like rupnt- 
•untative government. At the cIiho of ls<i.i 
he adroitly revived tbe old dis|)iu« with 
Denmark in regard to Schleswi*; and 
itein, and forcing Austria into joint action, 
managed to keep up the embroiimcnt which 
flnaJly brought on the war of isiic, in which 
IVussia became practically the inii.'~ti r 
Germany.

King William IxM-mne 
the head of the North Gernmn Coiifidi rii 
tion Htiii the >;ri-nt conflict with France in 
1870-71 waw pnt4'r e<l u|)on under his Icu^l llu 
commaniliHl in {leiwin at the dscinive hattlea 
of (iravelotte and Sedan. The surrender of 
Napoleon III on 8epteml>er 2, 1H7(). was fol- 
lowed in rapid succeNHimi dv other victories. 
The enthu8iaam of the (rerman niitioiis wa.s 
St it.<i liitjheet pitch when on the 4th of l)e- 
reinlier the king of Bavaria projK)ned to the 
other Rovereixns and t<i the fret! cities that 
the head of the ticriiian confederation should 
receive tlie title of uiii|iuror. 

The propofiition wius a^ne<l to and the im 
periai crown was fnrnmlly <i(Tere<l (o the 
king of I^tistiia. He accepted, and on Janu- 
ary IH, 1«71, in the presence of a brilliant 
assembly of (ierman pi iticun and ofTlceni of 
the army, held in the hall of mirn.ni of the 
palace of the French kings at Verseiiles, 
Kin^ William was solemnly prodalil^em- 
peror of < icrninriy.

The examini^K trial of Wm. J. Fana- 
ler, on eharge of robbing a mail wagon 
'at Ciniiiinui, took place before United 
gtates Commissioner Hooper in that city 
yeeterday, and raaulted in the diamiaaal 
of the warraataad tha disebargaof the 
accused. 

The robbery was comssitted on the 
night of February 29tb at the Little 
Miami Depot in OincianatL A mail 
poach ooataiaiog forty-thraa registered 
money paekagaa waa atolan. The exact 
sum of moaay takaa is aot known, but 
itia thouiiht to be about 15,000. 

Fanaier ia a son of Mr. and Mrs. Wm. 
Fanslar, of thia city. Haia aboat eigh- 
teen years old. Several months ago he 
obtained a situation as driver of one of the 
mail wagoaa ia that eity ander fiaperin- 
tendent Robt. Anderaon. Tbe proflpcmion 
charged that the wagoa containing tlie 
pouch left the depot oa tha night in 
question with Fansler'n wngon immedi- 
ately in rear.
